HIS COMMANDMENT is properly translated: 
“Thou shalt do no murder.” Jesus so quotes it in 
Matthew 19:18. 

Our Lord revealed the garden plot of all murders when 
He stated that murders proceed from the heart. The 
seed which produces the evil fruit is indicated in 1 John 
3:15: “Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer.” 


A vivid picture is painted for us in Genesis: “Cain was 
very wroth, and his countenance fell.” 

See the angry, hateful gleam in his eyes! Note how the 
corners of his mouth droop!

Like a spoiled, evil-tempered child he lay on his bed and 
turned his face to the wall and refused to eat! Oh, he 
didn’t raise his own hand to slay him, but he let Jezebel 
arrange it for him, and in the eyes of justice was just as 
guilty as she. And@ it was to Ahab that the Lord said 
through Elijah, “Hast thou killed?” 

It is vitally important to guard the motives of the 
heart. “Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer!” 
Hate may be a tiny seed, lying dormant, but when cul- 
tivated and encouraged by greed, jealousy, or other anti- 
social tempers, will grow and blossom and bear ugly 
fruit. 

Look to the heart! There is only one remedy for its 
evil—that remedy is found alone in the Great Physician, 
the Christ of God.

HERE IS A POPULAR newspaper column 
known as “We, the People” that is written 
by people of every walk of life. Their goal 
seems to create a better citizenship in a 
land of freedom. There is, however, a more 
select group of individuals that may well 
be called “We, the People of God.” This group of individ- 
uals have been redeemed by the blood of Christ and are 
co-laborers with God. 

We find in the ninth chapter of John that Jesus said, 
“I must work the works of him that sent me.” So shall we 
who are redeemed by the blood of Christ do the works 
of Him who saved us. We must arise out of our spiritual 
sleepiness to work in the field of the Lord. In the third 
chapter of Joel, the thirteenth verse, we read, “Put ye in 
the sickle, for the harvest is ripe.’”’ The field is ripe with 
sin, and we, as God’s people, should harvest them unto 
repentance. Naturally, we can’t all be preachers. In the 
days when God was on the earth, He divided them into 
ranks.

So we find 
that one qualification is to study God’s Word. We must 
not be ashamed of it. 

In Paul’s preaching to the Romans, he said that he was 
not ashamed of the gospel of Christ, because it was the 
power of God unto salvation. Men and women, boys and 
girls are crowding our state institutions today because 
they do not have the Word of God ringing in their ears 
the plan of salvation. And who is to tell them? You and 
I. In Matthew 28:19 Jesus said, “Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations.” We have but one international prob- 
lem, and that is to tell all the world the story of Jesus. 
W. W. Martin, a missionary, put a sign over the clock in 
his mission church which read, “83 A Minute.” At last a 
deputation came to him and said, “Will you please take 
that sign down—it haunts us.” They knew it meant that 
eighty-three souls were passing out into eternity—into 
the dark. Most of them had never known Christ. Are you 
quite happy about this? What are you going to do? 

Mr. Vinson, who was a missionary in Haichow, Kiang- 
su, was captured and killed by some bandits. Before they 
killed him, the bandits pointed their rifles at him a 
number of times and asked him if he was afraid to die. 
He replied, “No, I am not afraid to die. I have worked 
faithfully for my Lord, and if you kill me, I will go to be 
with Him.” 

This incident inspired Mr. Hamilton, who also lived in 
Kiangsu, to write the following words:

EDITORIAL... 


The Evangel is forty-three years old this week. Known 
as The Evening Light and Church of God Evangel, the 
publication appeared on March 1, 1910. In 1911 part of the 
long title was dropped, and from that day until the pres- 
ent the paper has been known as the Church of God 
Evangel. 

In its first years the Evangel was edited by the General 
Overseer, but in 1922 the office of Editor and publisher 
was created by the General Assembly and occupied by 
J. S. Llewellyn. In 1927 S. W. Latimer was selected as 
Editor and Publisher, and he served one year before be- 
coming General Overseer. M. W. Letsinger followed as 
Editor and Publisher, and served until January 31, 1931, 
when he was tragically killed by the discharge of a shot- 
gun. The editorial work was under the care of the Gen- 
eral Overseer during the remainder of this unexpired 
term. In the fall of 1931 R. P. Johnson was elected as 
Editor and Publisher, followed by E. C. Clark, who served 
from 1932 to 1935. S. W. Latimer became Editor and Pub- 
lisher again in the fall of 1935 and continued until 1939. 
E. L. Simmons was elected Editor and Publisher then, and 
served until 1942. E. C. Clark served from 1942 to 1946, 
when the office of Editor and Publisher was divided into 
the officies of Editor-in-Chief and Business Manager. 
Brother Clark then became Business Manager, and J. H. 
Walker was elected Editor-in-Chief. After two years, both 
Editor-in-Chief and Business Manager resigned, and J. D. 
Bright became Editor-in-Chief and A. M. Phillips Busi- 
ness Manager. These were succeeded by those in office 
at present. 

On this Evangel anniversary we pay tribute to those 
men in the past who have guided it to its present position 
in the field of Christian journalism. The Church of God 
Evangel is a periodical dedicated to the ministry of Christ 
and the promulgation of His gospel. Its contributors and 
editor are but servants of God and ministers to the peo- 
ple, who desire only that the fruit of their labors should 
be a harvest of souls. The £vangel belongs to the Church 
of God and is our contribution to the Christian reading 
world. The Evangel is your possession and covets vour 
prayers and concern.

€¢ _ Luke 18:1. The need for a prayer life that 
: —e brings results is our foremost need in the 
age in which we live. We should consider 
the words of the apostle James: “The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much,” James 5:16. When the Christian’s prayer 
becomes ineffectual and nonfervent, the Church suffers 
for the lack of action and results. The man Christ Jesus 
not only asked that men pray, but set the example in a 
life of prayer. Jesus had no doubt but that the Father

heard each prayer. “Father, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me. And I knew that thou hearest me always,” 
John 11:41, 42. “The eyes of the Lord are over the right- 
eous, and his ears are open to their prayers,” 1 Peter 3:12. 
God will hear from heaven when we walk upright before 
Him and seek His face. 

The cry of the apostles was, “Lord, teach us to pray.” 
The Great Teacher said, “After this manner therefore 
pray ye.” Then He presented to them what we term “The 
Lord’s Prayer” (Matthew 6:9-13), not that He expected 
them to repeat that prayer and call it a prayer of the 
heart, but He wanted them to adhere to the principles 
taught in the prayer. 

Jesus laid down a fundamental platform of action in 
prayer. “Our Father which art in heaven” is the first 
principle in prayer; God is first in our need. We are to 
call none other Father upon the earth, that is, in a re- 
ligious faith, “for one is your Father, which is in heaven,” 
Matthew 23:9. Our prayer must be directed to the Father. 
Some pray to be heard of men and only receive glory of 
men and have their reward. We are not to pray as the 
hypocrites, but to steal away into some secret place and 
call upon “our Father which art in heaven,” and He will 
answer openly. 

The second principle in the prayer is this, “Hallowed 
be thy name,” or sacred is the name of our heavenly 
Father. Jesus said, “I am come in my Father’s name.” 
The third principle, and the first thing that men must do 
before considering himself and his needs, “Thy kingdom 
come,” or seek first the kingdom of God. Your Father 
knoweth what things you have need of before you ask 
Him; however, after this manner or principle pray ye, 
not for your personal but spiritual needs. God knoweth 
that we have need of all these things and will add them 
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to us. When men of old prayed, things moved; action as 
a result of prayer was visible. The sun was commanded 
to stand still; it even retraced its course ten degrees (6 

geographical miles). & 


PRAYERS WITH ACTION 


THE MOST OUTSTANDING accomplish- 
ments recorded in the Scriptures was brought about 
through prayer. Frequently we see the motto “Prayer

Changes Things,” and we believe every word. Prayer of- 
ten has changed the course of nations and men, even aft- 
er kings and armies had failed. Through prayer the 
hands of death were stilled, the snares of death prevent- 
ed. The waves of death compassed David; the sorrows of 
hell moved in for the reception, with its mouth open; 
floods of ungodly men made him afraid. “In my distress 
I called upon the Lord, and cried to my God: and he did 
hear my voice out of his temple, and my cry did enter in- 
to his ears,” 2 Samuel 22:7. The prayer of David moved 
God upon His throne; the earth shook and trembled; the 
foundations of heaven moved and shook. 

Not every prayer is heard and answered. God has re- 
spect to the humble heart, above the exalted before men. 
The sinner in the temple at the hour of prayer was per- 
haps very much embarrassed at the long prayer of the 
hypocrite and would not so much as lift up his head, but 
said, “God be merciful to me a sinner.” He went down to 
his house justified rather than the other man. Luke 
18:9-14. The blind man was sternly rebuked by those 
who went before Jesus, but he cried so much the more, 
“Thou Son of David, have mercy on me.” Jesus heard his 
prayer and commanded him to be brought to Him. He 
received his sight. Paul said, “Pray without ceasing,” 1 
Thessalonians 5:17. 

Remember the widow who went to the judge. She was 
avenged; her continual pleading brought results. “Shall 
not God avenge his own elect, which cry day and night 
unto him, though he bear long with them?” Cornelius 
the centurion, a devout man that feared God with all his 
house, and prayed to God always, received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost in answer to his prayer. An angel of the 
Lord came into his home and said, “Thy prayers and 
thine alms are come up for a memorial before God,” Acts 
10:4. Our prayers must be sincere and sent up before 
God, mixed with faith, if we expect an answer. & 


ACTION IN PRAYER is our blessed hope in 
making the rapture of the Lord. Think for _a moment, 
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if ten praying righteous men could have been located in 
Sodom, the city would have been spared from destruction. 
Bear in mind the words of James, “The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth much.” To prove the 
result of the righteous man’s prayer, James refers to the 
prophet of the Lord. “Elias was a man subject to like pas- 
sions as we are, and he PRAYED EARNESTLY that it 
might not rain: and it rained not on the earth by the 
space of three years and six months. And he prayed 
again, and the heaven gave rain, and the earth brought 
forth her fruit,” James 5:17, 18. He prayed again, yes, 
and again for seven times. It must be an EARNEST 
PRAYER, FERVENT and EFFECTUAL, to get results. We 
are men just like Elias, only he prayed the effectual 
prayer that had an effect upon heaven and earth. We, 
too, can pray as Elias, and God will hear our prayers. 

It was repentance and prayer that saved the great city 
Nineveh. Only prayer and repentance will save our cities 
from eternal destruction by the H-bomb. It is my convic- 
tion that the world is now spared from destruction and 
sheltered from God’s wrath by the prayers of righteous 
people. Paul said, “Continuing instant in prayer,” Rom- 
ans 12:12. The prayer book may be good, but there comes 
a time you must be INSTANT in PRAYER. Delayed 
prayer causes death at times, as in the case of the apostle 
Peter. He was saved from death by instant prayer. Prayer 
was offered by the Church without ceasing to God for 
Peter. In answer to their prayer God sent His angel into 
the jail where Peter was sleeping between two soldiers, 
bound with two chains, and the keeper*of the prison be- 





fore the door. The apostle was safely guarded’ and bound. 
However, in the home of John Mark, Mary and the saints 
were instant in prayer. 

A light shined in the dark dungeon. The angel touched 


r Peter and said, “Arise up quickly,” and his chains fell 


off from his hands. “Gird thyself and bind on thy san- 
dals, cast thy garment about thee and follow thou me.” 
This miraculous deliverance from the sword that killed 
James was due to the saints being instant in prayer. God 
give us many more prayer warriors to fight this battle 
of faith against sin and unbelief. Results every time are 
not achieved in instant prayer; it becomes necessary to 
pray without ceasing for the answer in many petitions. 

Daniel, in praying for wisdom and understanding, 
prayed twenty-one days. Three weeks he was in supplica- 
tion. God heard him the first day he prayed. The prince 
of the kingdom of Persia withstood the angel of the Lord 
twenty-one days. The Lord has promised to hear from 
heaven, but it becomes’ necessary to pray and fast to 
achieve results in some supplications. Sometimes it takes 
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prayer, fasting and suffering to bring results upon the 
hearts of other people who are in need of God. 


PAUL AND SILAS suffered many stripes and 
imprisonment to save the Philippian jailor. In the little 
jail at Philippi, Paul and Silas were locked in the stocks, 
and many stripes were laid upon their backs. At midnight 
a@ prayer meeting was begun with a good song of praise 
to God and prayer. They were in the inner prison, and 
their feet fast in the stocks; however, they prayed. Many 
of today are unable to get results with both hands and 
feet loose. Paul and Silas prayed, and the prison was 
shaken with an earthquake; the doors were opened, and 
the bands of every prisoner were loosed. The keeper of the 
prison called for a light. This dark world is in need of the 
gospel light. We must let our light shine in prayer. He 
came trembling, under conviction, and fell down before 
the men he previously had striped, and said, “Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved?” Acts 16:30. Jesus suffered in the 
garden while in prayer; the disciples took their rest in 
sleep while He prayed. I am afraid we are sleeping on 
God; we must awake and PRAY to God always. The 
Philippian jailor and his assistants were saved and bap- 
tized. Later that same night Paul and Silas entered the 
house of the jailor, and his family believed God. 

At times it may become necessary to hold on to God as 
Jacob did, with a wrestler’s hold, until we receive a bless- 
ing. “I will not let thee go, except thou bless me.” And He 
blessed him there, “for as a prince thou hast power with 
God.” 


SOME WILL SAY we need more power in the 
churches. What we need is men and women with the 
power punch in their prayers. Shouting is good and or- 
derly, but to know the power of prayer is more successful 
in winning souls to Christ. Jacob said, “For I have seen 
God face to face, my life is preserved.” Yes, action in 
prayer was exemplified by Elijah on Mount Carmel. Eli- 
jah, the lone prophet of the Lord against four hundred 
and fifty prophets that knew not the meaning of prayer, 
proved that God was the true and only God of heaven. 
The prophets of Baal prayed, but no fire came in answer 
to their prayers. They called upon the name of Baal from 
the early morning till noon, with no results in prayer. 

Elijah rebuilt the altar. That is the first thing we must 
do, rebuild the altar of the Lord and then pray from a 
pure heart, lifting up holy hands. No fire was put under 
the altar; faith in God and in Elijah’s prayer was ex- 
hibited here. Elijah built an altar in the name of the 
Lord; he placed the stones and wood in order. If our 
house is in order, we can get in touch with God. Twelve 
barrels of water was poured upon the altar, and a trench 
about the altar was full of water. Elijah prayed, “Hear 
me, O Lord, hear me, that this people may know that 
thou art the Lord God.” “The fire of the Lord fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and the 
stones [yes the stones], and [even] the dust, and licked 
up the water that was in the trench,” 1 Kings 18:38. 

Peter and John were put into prison because the lame 
man was healed. The lame man that was healed went 
into the Temple walking, and leaping, and praising God 
at the HOUR OF PRAYER. Later Peter and John were 
released from prison. They returned to the company of 
disciples and reported the miracle, and they all lifted 
their hands to God and PRAYED. The place where they 
were assembled was shaken. Acts 4:31. God give us a

The Almighty Conqueror

“Who is this that cometh from Edom, with dyed gar- 
ments from Bozrah? this that is glorious in his apparel 
travelling in the greatness of his strength? I that speak 
in righteousness, mighty to save,” Isaiah 63:1. 


HEN THE AMBITIOUS, rebellious angels were 
Uv out of heaven, they proceeded at once to 
set up a kingdom of their own. This kingdom, 
from the very nature of the case, was directly opposed to 
the kingdom of God. One was good; the other, evil; one 
was godly, the other, devilish. The prosperity of one was 
the poverty of the other; the increase of one was the de- 
crease of the other. No terms of peace could be made; 
no reconciliation could be effected; and no compromise 
could exist between such kingdoms. 

When God placed His offspring in the garden of Eden, 
purposing to establish a terrestrial kingdom, the king of 
the infernal kingdom marched forth from his dark do- 
mains to interfere. He insinuated himself into the sa- 
cred home of our first parents, shot his lying tongue 
into their innocent hearts; bound them with his fatal 
chains, unfurled his dark banner, and established his 
kingdom upon earth. Soon after this first, awful victory 
- of the devil, God stood by the side of His enslaved chil- 
dren and promised them He would send a Deliverer, who 
should break their galling chains, wrest the earth from 
the prince of darkness, and establish upon the ruins of 
his kingdom a heavenly kingdom. 

Since this declaration of war by Jehovah, the earth has 
been the battlefield on which the unseen legions of heav- 
en and hell have met in awful combat. To hold as cap- 
tives earth’s inhabitants is the work of the devil and his 
allies; to redeem these captives is the work of God and 
His ministering spirits. What terrible battles have been 
fought! What tremendous onslaughts have been made! 
The devil advances from victory to victory till the whole 
earth is filled with his corruption and seems to be en- 
tirely in his power. Suddenly, God catches up His faith- 
ful few, sweeps the earth with a flood of destruction, and 
leaves the devil without a human representative. 

Nothing daunted, the devil begins anew and soon rallies 
forces to follow his dark ensign. So, the great warfare 
continued day and night, year in and year out, age after 
age. History is full of the scenes of dissipation, debauch- 
ery, falsehood, deceit, injustice, and bloodshed that have 
filled the earth in every age and generation of the world. 
So great has been the influence of the devil that the in- 
spired writers have termed him the “prince, ruler, and 
god of this world.” 

“Who is this that cometh from Edom, with dyed gar- 
ments from Bozrah? this that is glorious in his apparel 
traveling in the greatness of his strength?” This is a 
prophetic question. The eloquent “gospel prophet,” antici- 
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pating the triumphs of the Son of God, beholds the 
Church, the spotless bride, as she looks with joyous pride 
upon her victorious Lord. The scene beggars description, 
and so the Church in ecstasy, cries out, “Who is this?” 

Bozrah was the metropolis of Edom. Edom was the 
home of the descendants of Esau, the most inveterate 
enemies of the kingdom of God. “Therefore, Edom is 
here taken metaphorically for the principalities and 
powers of hell, the spiritual dominion of the devil.” So 
when the Almighty leads a triumph from Bozrah, the 
very capital of Satan’s empire, it expresses complete vic- 
tory and final conquest. During the Civil War, the cry of 
the Confederates was, “On to Washington!” while the cry 
of the Federals was “On to Richmond!” 

When Rome was mistress of the world, someone said, 
“When the Colosseum falls, Rome will fall, and when 
Rome falls, so will the world.” Every kingdom is like a 
wheel. The capital city is the hub, and all the other cities 
are spokes. If the hub be broken up, the whole wheel falls 
to pieces. 

It was the custom in the Eastern countries for a vic- 
torious commander, returning with the spoils and cap- 
tives of his successful warfare, to enter the metropolis 
of his own country amid the applauding shouts of his de- 
lighted countrymen. Every possible honor was conferred 
upon him. Young and old, rich and poor, high and low 
vied with each other in magnifying the name of the con- 
queror. Poets sang his praise; orators proclaimed his 
greatness; and loving hands wreathed for his brow a 
dazzling aureole of glory. Doubtlessly, the grand old 
prophet alludes to this custom when he pictures the all- 
conquering Jesus, marching in triumph from the capital 
of hell’s domain, with garments dipped in blood, glorious 
in His apparel, traveling in the greatness of His strength. 
1, The Mission of the Conqueror. Bearing in mind that 
the devil was swaying the scepter of sovereignty tyran- 
nically over the whole earth, and that all mankind had 
become his willing slaves, thus condemning themselves to 
suffer the vengeance of eternal fire, it is easy to see that 
in order to establish an everlasting kingdom of right-

will use their talents for the Lord. Jesus said, “For the 
kingdom of heaven is as a man travelling into a far 
country, who called his own servants, and delivered unto 
them his goods. And unto one he gave five talents, to an- 
other two, and to another one; to every man according 
to his several ability; and straightway took his journey,” 
Matthew 25:14, 15. 

The parable goes that the lord gave one man five tal- 
ents, another two, and another one. The one that _ re- 
ceived five, doubled his talents; the one that received 
two, doubled his; but the one that received one, hid his 
talent in the earth. The two men that doubled their tal- 
ents entered unto the joy of their lord, but the man that 
received one talent was cast into outer darkness. 


What kind of a payday do we expect? We shall receive 
the kind for which we have worked. If we hide the good 
voice we have to sing the songs of Zion; if we cover up the 
zeal God has given us to carry the gospel; if we close our 
eyes to the things we see to do for the Lord, what kind of 
a reward do we expect to receive? Don’t hide your talent, 
for Heaven’s payday is soon coming. 


HEAVEN’S PAYDAY is coming for those who 
have been reviled and persecuted and spoken evil of. Je- 
sus said, “Blessed are ye when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely for my sake; rejoice and be exceeding glad, 
for great is your reward in heaven.” Some people 
are ready to give up when they are persecuted or spoken 
evil of, but that is no time to give up. That is the time to 
look up, for Heaven’s payday is coming, and great will be 
your reward in heaven. 

Mr. Reiner said, “As a young lad I felt sorry for our 
parents, who had to stay up late on Christmas Eve to pre- 
pare things for us as we tried to sleep. Now that I am a 
parent, I have changed my mind. It is far more fun to 
prepare these things and give them to children whom I 
love than it ever can be for my children to receive them.” 

Speaking reverently, I think that Heaven is far more 
excited about “payday” than Christians ever can be. 
Christians have but a faint idea of what lies in store for 
them, but God knows. He is eager for that morning to 
come when He can pass out the rewards to all who have 
labored for the cause of Christ.

Acts 2:39, “For the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” 

THE SPRINGBOARD 

E MUST now leave the familiar path of the 
Bible record and, as stepping from stone to 
stone across a brook, find the never- 
broken path of the Holy Ghost across the 
past twenty centuries. Does the Spirit still 
abide? Has He subsided during the de- 
cades upon decades since the day of Pentecost? Let the 
Word of God be our springboard into this discussion. 

The bar of bigotry that excluded the Gentile nations 
from the blessings of God was torn away as the Spirit of 
God spoke the words of our text through the anointed lips 
of Peter. Neither those baptized with the Holy Ghost nor 
those beholding in amazement could ever claim that the 
blessing was solely for them, or for their generation. The 
Jews could not jealously confine Him to their environs. 
This baptism was for the entire earth, for all time. A nu- 
cleus of power had been placed in the earth that would 
soon germinate to circumvent the whole world. 

The text clearly states that the Holy Ghost baptism 
(with its manifestations and fruits) was to continue be- 
yond the generaticn in which it was given. And to your 
children indicated children not yet born as well as those 
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already born. Its reference was to more than the 
immediate successors of the living; it referred 
to the posterity of the world. And to all that 
are afar off made it clear that any person with 
a pure heart, notwithstanding his Gentile lin- 
eage, could receive the Spirit in the same meas- 
ure as the Jew. Being of Abrahamic stock would 
henceforth give no antecedence to the blessings 
of God. The patrician and the plebeian of Rome, 
the barbarian of Brittania, the future poly- 
genetic American could receive the Spirit as 
well as the Jew and the Hellene. 

John 14:6, “And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you forever.” Forever does not 
mean a decade, or a generation, or a century, 
or even a millennium—it means for all time. No 
person of reason can doubt this. Forever is the 
period in which the Holy Ghost will fill and 
bless human hearts—and there is no end to 
forever. 

Before the cessation of the Bible record, many 
nations had received the promise. Philip, Peter, 
and John had carried the message into Samaria 
—and had seen them receive the same blessing 
they possessed. (See last week’s article.) Peter 
had witnessed a Gentile named Cornelius receiving the 
baptism of the Spirit. (See last week’s article.) Paul has 
established the fact that the Corinthians had the same 
Spirit and manifestation. In the 14th chapter of 1 Cor- 
inthians he condemns puerility and fanaticism concern- 
ing demonstrations, but highly subscribes to the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit with all its manifestations. Then he 
underlines his assertions with a testimony that he him- 
self spoke with tongues more than any of the Corin- 
thians. His testimony was not an admission, but it was 
an open praise to God that he had the blessing. 


. EPHESUS 

When Paul entered the Asian city Ephesus (Acts 19) his 
chief concern for the disciples there was whether or not 
they had received the Holy Ghost since being saved. He 
forthright asked them, “Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” Perhaps they had not attended the 
Passover in Jerusalem the year of the crucifixion, for 
they had not even heard of the Holy Ghost baptism. Paul 
explained the gift to them, laid hands on them, and they 
received the Spirit—and spoke with tongues! Like the 
torch in a relay race, the gospel of Christ, with its atten- 
dant baptism of the Holy Ghost, was reaching from na- 
tion to nation. The nations were different; the habitudes 
were different; the preachers were different; the occa- 
sions were different; the circumstances were different; 
but the blessing was the same! Men everywhere were 
having the same experience—they were accepting the 
salvation of Christ and the baptism of the Spirit. Jewish 
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disciples, Samaritan disciples, the Gentile house of Cor- 
nelius, the disciples in Ephesus, regardless of other dif- 
ferences, were receiving the same Christ, the same Spirit, 
the same manifestations—they were all speaking with 
tongues. The whole world was becoming ablaze. 

ROME 

For the first three centuries after the death of Christ, 
speaking with tongues was a regular occurrence in the 
Christian services. Hidden in the catacombs on the out- 
skirts of Rome were many harried believers in Christ. In 
the comparative safety and seclusion of these tomb- 
caves, the Christians resided and worshiped God. Will 
Durant, in his Caesar and Christ (Simon & Schuster), 
gives us a notable account of the worship of these early 
Christians: 

“On that dies Domini, or Lord’s Day, the Christians 
assembled for their weekly ritual. Their clergy read from 
the Scriptures, and preached sermons of doctrinal in- 
struction, moral exhortation, and sectarian controversy. 
In the early days, members of the congregation . . . were 
allowed to ‘prophesy,’ i. e., ‘speak forth,’ in trance or ec- 
stasy, words to which meaning could be given only by 
pious interpretation.” 

How little today’s services differ from those of the Ro- 
mans. We have the same type of sermons, and we still 
speak with tongues. Jesus IS the same yesterday, today, 
and forever. 


POST-APOSTOLIC TONGUES 


SOURCES are not plentiful from which we 
can cull a great deal concerning tongues in the post- 
apostolic church. However, we have enough evidence to 
know of a surety that the gift has never completely faded 
from the church. The Bible alludes much to an “early 
rain” and a “latter rain” (Joel 2:23; Zechariah 10:1; 
James 5:7; etc.) of the Holy Ghost. The “early rain” was 
the apostolic outpouring, and the “latter rain” is the 
modern outpouring—thus there must necessarily be a lull 
between the two “rains.” Notwithstanding this prophecy, 
and the contention of some that tongues ceased long ago, 
many times through the ages wholly consecrated men 
and women have been used by the Holy Spirit to speak 
with tongues. Montanus (c. 156 A.D.) is recorded in his- 
tory as having been seized by the Holy Ghost and trans- 
lated into a state of rapture and ecstasy. 

George B. Cutten in Speaking With Tongues Historical- 
ly and Psychologically Considered (Yale University 
Press) states that “...in the Middle Ages the saints are 
said to have received the gift and used it for speaking 
with people of other tongues in their missionary labor. It 
is rather surprising, however, that in this age of wonders 
it appeared so infrequently.” 

To us, this is not the least bit surprising. The fact that 
the Holy Ghost was not given then in a great measure is 
a hearty amen to the prophecy of the “latter rain” and to 
the fact that tongues are a God-given manifestation and 
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not psychological emotionalism. 
THE SAINTS 

St. Pachomius (292-348 A.D.) had never studied Latin 
or Greek, yet power to speak these languages was given 
him in times of ecstasy or necessity. St. Hildegard and 
St. Vincent Ferrier are recorded as having possessed the 
gift of tongues. History tells us that St. Frances Xavier 
was divinely endowed with the language of the Indians. 


TONGUES IN REVIVALS 


AGAIN we quote from Mr. Cutten’s book on 
tongues: “The history of the Christian Church contains 
accounts of many other . .. manifestations of speaking 
with tongues. It was found among the Jansenists in 
France in 1731...” 

From the Encyclopaedia Britannica, Vol. 2, pp. 282-3: 
“The same morbid and abnormal trance utterances re- 
cur in Christian revivals in every age, e. g., among the 
mendicant friars of the 13th century, among the Jansen- 
ists, the early Quakers, the converts of Wesley and White- 
field, the persecuted Protestants of Cevennes, the Irving- 
ites, and the revivalists of Wales and America.” 

Unbelievers in tongues and spiritual demonstra- 
tion may find it embarrassing to note that the propelling 
force that gave their church its start was practically the 
same as the glorious experiences we enjoy today. (May we 
retain them until the return of Christ!) There is a very 
remarkable account of a typical Wesleyan revival in the 
book Wesley by James Laver (D. Appleton & Co.): 

“For almost at the very beginning of his ministry the 
strangest things happened among his congregations. Men 
and women fell down-on the ground before him, some 
insensible, some wailing and crying. The awakening of 
their consciences, their profound sense of guilt, were 
translated into physical symptoms, and nothing could re- 
store them until they were convinced of salvation. The 
Journal for a time is full of instances. ‘At Weavers Hall 
a young man was suddenly seized with a violent trem- 
bling all over, and in a few minutes sank to the ground. 
But we ceased not calling on God, till He raised him 
FULL OF PEACE AND JOY IN THE HOLY GHOST. 

“‘We understood that many were offended at the cries 
of those on whom the power of God came; and among 
them was a physician, who was much afraid there might 
be fraud or imposture in the case. Today one whom he 
had known many years... broke into “strong cries and 
tears.” He could hardly believe his own eyes and ears. 
He went and stood close to her, and. observed every symp- 
tom, till great drops of sweat ran down her face, and all 
her bones shook. He then knew not what to think, being 
clearly convinced it was not a fraud, nor yet any natural 
disorder. But when her soul and body were healed in a 
moment, he acknowledged the finger of God.’ ” 

Mr. Laver asserts in other passages in his biography 
that Wesley firmly believed in the supernaturalness of 
all these phenomena, and that there were many other 
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such revivals and incidents. That tongues and other dem- 
onstrations played a conspicuous part in the Methodist 
revival is irrefutable history. It is affirmed by every au- 
thority consulted. 

Tongues have been manifested in many other church 
groups. All truly evangelistic churches have seen occa- 
sions of the manifestation. Encyclopaedia Britannica, 
Vol. 19, p. 240, tells of various physical demonstrations in 
American revivals of different church groups. Revivalism 
in America (Scribner’s) by William Warren Sweet—who 
is also author of the Britannica article—is replete with 
accounts of the most extreme manifestations, often 
among those who now deride these same blessings as “in- 
dignities.”’ Honest churchmen admit that spiritual dem- 
onstration has been a large factor in all evangelistic 
churches, and that in losing it their churches have suf- 
fered great loss. 

“MOTHER” ANN LEE 

Historians have preserved for us the glorious manifes- 
tations of the Holy Ghost in “Mother” Ann Lee, founder 
of the Shakers. She was arrested in England before com- 
ing to America, for speaking in tongues: the charge was 
“blasphemy.” She was arraigned before four ministers of 
the Church of England, all very proficient linguists, who 
were to examine her “speaking with tongues.” According 
to the MINISTERS’ report, this happened: During their 
interview she discoursed IN 72 DIFFERENT LANGUAGES 
—she spoke more fluently in some of the languages than 
any of the ministers had ever heard before! Hallelujah! 


THE LATTER RAIN 


THE SPORADIC outpourings increased their 
staccato-like frequency until today we are in the midst 
of the world-wide “latter rain.” Quoting again from Mr. 
Cutten’s book: 

“In most cases, the appearance of speaking with 
tongues has been connected with révival experiences . . . 
At the beginning of this century, there was a religious 
revival which nearly encircled the globe. It began in 1901 
in Australia, was reported in England, where similar ex- 
perienices were sought, and in mission circles in India a 
determined effort was made to duplicate the Australian 
revival. 1n 1904 came the Welsh revival ... And some 
impressive examples of speaking with tongues was re- 
ported in the last-named century... 

“In America, as well as in other countries, these phe- 
nomena occurred in their most extreme forms... In- 
fluenced by this world-wide revival, the Apostolic Faith 
Movement began in 1910 and spread widely over the 
United States, being prominent in Los Angeles in Califor- 
nia, where it is said by some that it began... .” 

We are definitely in the “latter rain” of the Holy Ghost. 
The blessings we receive are identical in nature with 
those given to the apostles. One must smile when reading 
the work of some so-called scoffer who grudgingly ad- 
mits that the Pentecostal faith is here to stay. 

ATTESTATIONS 

The historicity of tongues should be established in ev- 
ery mind. If speakers-with-tongues are in error, then al- 
most every church in existence is guilty of error—for at 
some time they have been partakers of these demonstra- 
tions. That tongues have been in the church since the 
day of Pentecost, and that today the gift is more wide- 
spread and prominent than at any previous era, is ac- 
knowledged by historians and theologians alike. Let us 
examine today’s use of tongues and see if it is genuine— 
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that seems to be the only issue. 

That scores of millions of people throughout the entire 
earth, who claim the wonderful experience, should be 
classed as emotional irresponsibles is nothing less than 
gross folly, if not, indeed, irresponsibility itself. That 
those who claim the gift are dishonest is an accusation 
that will backfire into the ancestry of almost all modern 
churches—at some time they, too, have claimed the gift. 
Let us hear the testimonies of reputable men. 

The beloved J. R. Moseley, in his book Manifest Victory 
(Harper & Brothers), says: 

“Pentecost, or the baptism of the Holy Spirit, is an act- 
ual experience .. . It institutes a ministry of those who 
have begun to inherit its tremendous possibilities and 
who cannot rest until they have been realized in the 
whole of life . . . Furthermore, those who have this gift 
are unable to contain themselves for the very reason that 
the gift of the Holy Spirit can never be kept to oneself 
alone. The gift is of all things the most alive, but like all 
living things, to remain alive it must be circulated, passed 
on to others, shared, and above all cannot be made the 
basis of any monopolistic claim to spiritual superiority ...” 

In Mr. Mosley’s book is an account of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost of Miss Carro Davis. This is her testimony: 

“A short time after this the Lord put such a hunger 
and thirst in my soul that I prayed night and day for 
the Holy Spirit to come and take up His abode within, 
no matter what the result should be. If you ask for bread, 
He will not give you a stone. After praying for weeks, and 
having become ashamed of ever having been ashamed, 
the Holy Spirit came in to abide forever, according to 
Acts 2:4; speaking through me in four languages, Per- 
sian, Chinese, Scandinavian, and Russian, which were 
understood by the foreigners present.” 

On page 704 of Peloubet’s Bible Dictionary (John C. 
Winston Co.) there is a very good account of the use of 
tongues in India: 

“Mr. William T. Ellis, a newspaperman from Phila- 
delphia, wrote regarding a visit to Kedgaon, India,...I 
have stumbled upon an extraordinary religious mani- 
festation . . . I shall simply narrate, soberly and conse- 
cutively, what I have seen and heard concerning this 
“paptism with fire,” and pouring out of “the gift of 
tongues,” whereby ignorant Hindu girls speak in San- 
skrit, Hebrew, Greek, English, and other languages as 
yet unidentified .. .” 

UNTO YOU 

Without nearly exhausting the references and testi- 
monies at our finger tips concerning the Holy Ghost and 
His attending manifestations, we conclude this compen- 
dium: Tongues are definitely established as a part of our 
past and present (and future) religious system. Approach 
the subject with an unprejudiced mind from whatever 
branch of knowledge you will, and you will conclude that 
tongues are both sincere and real. We who have received 
the blessing, whose vocal organs have been thus con- 
trolled, agree that the experience is most blessed. ., 

Every destructive attack against the Spirit and His ec- 
static blessings to men has been abortive—therefore the 
enemy will continually make new means and arguments 
his resort, until Jesus shall return in His glory. None of 
your skill can refute the honesty and truth of the Holy 
Spirit. The waters of doubt cannot quench His fire. Don’t 
seek a way of escape from the TRUTH! Yield now to His 
sweet presence. Let Him fill you today. The promise is 
unto YOU. 
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CHRISTIAN ACTION IN PRAYER

Shaking in the place of our assembly, 
of prayer. 

Action in prayer is portrayed in the life of Hezekiah. 
Isaiah the prophet delivered the death sentence to Heze- 
kiah: “Set thine house in order: for thou shalt die, and 
not live,” Isaiah 38:1. Hezekiah knew the value of prayer; 
he turned his face to the wall and prayed. He had walked 
upright before the Lord; his life was pure, and he had 
done no sin worthy of death. The prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much. God said, “Go, and say to Hezekiah, 
I have heard thy prayer and have seen thy tears: behold, 
I will add unto thy days fifteen years.” Here death is 
conquered and swallowed up in victory through prayer. 

Men are exhorted to “pray everywhere, lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and doubting,” 1 Timothy 2:8. Dur- 
ing the conflict between Israel and Amalek in Rephidim, 
Moses went up on the hilltop to pray for victory in the 
battle. As long as Moses lifted up his hands in prayer, 
Israel prevailed in the battle, and when he let down his 
hands, Amalek prevailed. The hands of Moses became 
heavy; the battle was going in favor of Amalek. Hur and 
Aaron rolled up a stone for Moses to rest upon, and they 
held the hands of Moses up until the battle was won. God 
commanded that this be written in a book for a memorial, 
and that it be rehearsed in the ears of Joshua. Joshua 
was commanding the battle and knew nothing of the 
struggle in prayer that brought about the victory. God 
wanted Joshua to know that the battle was won, not on 
the battlefield, but on the hilltop in PRAYER. God help 
us to hold up holy hands in prayer. We are in a_ great 
battle; the church faces the enemy from every side. Many 
are like King Ahab. While Elijah climbed the mount of 
Carmel and there engaged in prayer until the heavens 
gave forth rain, Ahab went up to eat and drink. This is 
no hour or time to eat and drink, but high time to fast 
and pray. God grant that we may have more men like 
Elijah, who will go to the hilltop in prayer for a harvest 
of souls in our churches. 


DAILY PRAYERS 


Davip said, “Evening, and morning, and at 
noon, will I pray, and cry aloud: and he shall hear my 
voice,” Psalm 55:17. “The Lord shall save me,” David said. 
That was credited to his daily prayer life—three times 
daily. A converted person stands justified before God; 
however, he must continue in prayer in order to be saved 
in the end. “He that endures until the end, the same 
shall be saved.” To keep saved one must engage in daily 
supplication and prayer. God said, “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall... pray... then will I 
hear from heaven,” 2 Chronicles 7:14. 

If we expect an answer from heaven, we must let heav- 
en hear from us at least three times a day. Daniel is a 
perfect example of “daily prayer.” Daniel prayed to his 
God three times daily. He opened his window toward 
Jerusalem, kneeled upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed and gave thanks before his God. The men who 
came to spy on Daniel found him in prayer and supplica- 
tion before his God. Daniel 6:10, 11. Daniel feared not the 
king nor his decree, but mace his petition three times a 
day without fear of the lions’ den. If many of us had to 
depend on our own prayer life, we couldn’t stand a den of 
house cats, much less a den of hungry man-eating lions. 

Many of us are like Lot and his family, and are depend- 
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ing on the prayers of great men like Abraham to deliver 
us out of our afflictions. God had respect to Abraham 
and delivered Lot. We must have God’s respect upon our 
own prayer life like unto Abel. Daniel was charged and 
found guilty of praying. Are we guilty? or do we plead 
not guilty? It is true that the temple worship and offer- 
ings of goats and other blood ceased when Christ came; 
however, prayer was continued. Christ said, “My house 
shall be called the house of prayer,” Matthew 21:13. 
Peter and John entered the Temple at the HOUR of 
PRAYER. Acts 3:1. 


THINGS WE MUST PRAY FOR 


THE DISCIPLES came to Jesus and desired 
to know why they could not cast out the evil spirit. Jesus 
said, “Howbeit, this kind goeth not out but by prayer and 
fasting,” Matthew 17:21. Only through our prayer life 
can we serve God to the best of our ability. God works 
only through a channel of prayer. We must pray for this 
power with God. We wonder why it is that we ask in 
prayer and receive not? Jesus has the answer. “Ye ask 
and receive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye may con- 
sume it upon your lusts,” James 4:3. 

Healing is a great experience; however, healing does 
not come by faith alone, but by prayer and faith. “... 
the prayer of faith shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up,” James 5:15. The interpretation of tongues 
is a wonderful gift; however, it comes only by prayer. 
“Wherefore let him that speaketh in an unknown tongue 
PRAY that he may interpret,” 1 Corinthians 14:13. 
Prayer is the medium of contact with God, the Chris- 
tian’s royal telephone, and central is never busy; God is 
always On the line. Those who expect to escape tribula- 
tion and make the rapture must pray. “Watch ye there- 
fore, and pray always, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come to pass, and to 
stand before the Son of man,” Luke 21:36. It is true that 
temptations will come our way, but prayer will deliver us 
from them. “Watch and pray, that ye enter not into 
temptation: the spirit is indeed willing, but the flesh is 
weak,” Matthew 26:41. We should pray as the Lord in- 
structed us to do: “And lead us not into temptation, but 
deliver us from evil,” Matthew 6:13. 

The term the “force of prayer” is sometimes used. Some 
never pray until forced to do so by evil or fearful pres- 
sure. The rich man lived and died, and, as far.as we know, 
he never uttered a prayer. When he lifted up his eyes in 
hell, then he said, “I pray thee therefore, father, that 
thou wouldest send him to my father’s house,” Luke 16:27. 

Take Simon the sorcerer at Samaria, who had be- 
witched the people for a long time. The people said, “This 
man is the great power of God.” When Peter said, “Thou 
hast neither part nor lot in this matter: for thy heart is 
not right with God,” Simon asked Peter to pray for him. 
Peter said, “Repent therefore of this thy wickedness, and 
pray God.” Some are like Simon: they depend on others 
to do their praying. Peter informed Simon to pray him- 
self. The prayers of the saints will induce heaven to be 
silent for the space of half an hour. 

The golden vials full of the prayers of the saints will be 
offered with much incense upon the golden altar before 
the throne of God. The same Christ that prayed in the 
garden ever stands at the right hand of the Father to 
pray and make intercessions for us. He said, “And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you for ever,” John 14:16.

eousness upon the earth, the champion of heaven must, 
first, dethrone the usurper and destroy his kingdom; 
secondly, He must redeem the guilty rebel from the curse 
of the law and make him a suhject of the divine king- 
dom. What a tremendous undertaking. 

2. The Birth of the Conqueror. “The seed of the woman 
shall bruise the serpent’s head.” Thus God had promised 
immediately after the fall of man. It was the single star 
of hope that betokened the dawning of a better day. 

From the time of the promise, Jehovah pointed for- 
ward to its fulfillment by types and symbols of proph- 
ecies. Ages rolled on. The tongue of the seer has long 
since been hushed by the lullaby of death, and his neg- 
lected harp is hoary with age. Black night settles down 
upon the earth. Still the Deliverer tarries. How long! O 
Lord how long? Suddenly, a thousand sunbeams, like 
mighty warriors, chase away the sentinels of darkness 
from over the old Judean hills, and the birth of the Al- 
mighty Conqueror is proclaimed to the trembling shep- 
herds. A prince is usually born in a palace and clad in 
purple, but this mighty Prince was born in a stable and 
wrapped in swaddling clothes. The battle cry of a con- 
queror is usually, “Blood! Blcod!”; but the battle cry of 
this conqueror was, “Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 

The Redeemer has come! The Conqueror of sin and 
Satan is born! All hell is seized with consternation. The 
devil calls a council of war, and Herod is commissioned 
to destroy the infant King. Like a bloodhound, he seeks 
his prey. But in vain to try! While Rachael is weeping for 
her children in Judea, Mary is caressing the infant King 
over in Egypt, and rejoicing over the defeat of the enemy. 
3. The Herald of the Conqueror. It was the custom of the 
kings and conquerors of the Orient to have a person, 
called a herald, to go before them, announce their coming, 
and prepare the way. Knowing this, we are not surprised 
that just before the all-conquering Jesus there came one 
who stirred up all Judea, crying, “Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord!” So powerfully did this royal herald draw the 
people to himself that it became necessary for him to re- 
mind them he was simply the forerunner of the Mighty 
One. “You think I am great and powerful? Oh, look not 
on me! There cometh One so far transcending me in 
power and glory that I am not worthy to unloose the 
latchet of His shoes, nor bathe His feet. Look for Him! 
Prepare for Him! Behold He cometh!” 

4. The Conqueror Recognized. We are standing in the 
countless assembly on the bank of the Jordon listening 
with bated breath to the trumpet voice of John the Bap- 
tist, the wilderness prophet, as he peals forth the glory 
of the coming King. Your eyes are riveted upon the face 
of the young prophet. His eyes flash with inspiration. His 
cheeks are aglow with divine light. His words are like the 
bolts of Sinai. Suddenly, a change comes over the 
speaker’s face. He looks as if he has seen an angel. His 
lips, parted as if he would speak, seem to have lost their 
power. The multitudes are forgotten. His piercing look is 
concentrated upon an approaching stranger. His right 
hand is stretched forth in the direction of his gaze. For a 
moment he stands like a statue. All eyes follow his, and 
the direction of his extended arm. Like the clarion note 
of a highland chieftain among the mountains of Scot- 
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land, the prophet breaks the awful hush, exclaiming, 
“Behold, the Lamb of God, that taketh away the sin of 
the world! Behold, the Champion of the heavenly. king- 
dom! Behold, the Lion of the tribe of Judah, who over- 
cometh the roaring lion of hell! This is he of whom I said, 
After me cometh a man which is preferred before me! 
This is the Lamb slain from the foundation of the world. 
This is the Seed of the woman which is to bruise the ser- 
pent’s head! This is the Almighty Conqueror, who de- 
stroys the works of the devil, and emancipates his mis- 
erable subjects! Behold Him, King of kings, and Lord of 
lords!” 

But the Almighty Conqueror was not only recognized 

by His faithful herald. The Holy Ghost descended, like an 
arrow of sunbeams, and rested upon the Conqueror’s 
head in the form of a dove. Then a voice of awful dis- 
tinctness, yet of. paternal pathos and sweetness, came 
from God the Father. “This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.” 
5. The Conquests Achieved by This Mighty Conqueror. As 
Jesus was to overthrow the empire of hell, the Holy Spirit 
led Him at once to measure arms with the champion of 
this infernal kingdom. To describe this awful duel in all 
its horrible details, I would need the pen of an archangel 
and the fire of a seraph. Far out in the wilderness, where 
no human eye could encourage, where no human hand 
could give a sympathetic touch, and where no human 
voice could speak a word of cheer, the world’s Redeemer 
met and conquered the prince of darkness. Backed up by 
all his allied forces, the roaring lion of hell made attack 
on the Lion of Judah; but in each attack he was bravely 
met and completely overcome. Finally, the majestic King 
of heaven asserts His divine authority and drives His 
vanquished foe from His presence. All heaven rings with 
joy; the earth is filled with eternal hope; all hell is in 
despair, for Satan has been overcome, and henceforth 
and forevermore.

THIS VERSE reads, “But 
if any man think that he behaveth 
himself uncomely toward his virgin, 
if she pass the flower of her age, and 
need so require, let him do what he 
will, he sinneth not: let them marry.” 
The Williams Translation New Testa- 
ment reads thus: “Now if a father 
thinks that he is not do the a an 
thing regarding his single daughter, 
if she is past the bloom of her youth, 
and she ought to do so, let him do 
what she desires; he commits no sin. 
Let the daughter and her suitor mar- 
ry.” The eymouth Translation 
agrees with this by saying, “If, how- 
ever, anyone thinks he is acting un- 
ooo ney towards his unmarried 
daughter if she be past the bloom of 
her youth, and so it must be, let him 
do what she desires; he commits no 
sin; she and her suitor should be al- 
lowed to marry.” 

Some people imagine that this verse 

ves license to unmarried couples 

aving uncomely conduct toward each 
other; that they may give themselves 
to their i if they will marry 
afterward. Such an interpretation is 
out of harmony with all the rest of 
the Bible, and especially with this 
chapter. Under Jewish custom, no 
daughter could marry until she had 
the rmission of her father. Often 
the father would, because of his at- 
tachment to his daughter, fail to give 
her in marriage long after she d 
passed marriageable age—or the flow- 
er of her age. If any father found 


this to be true concerning his daugh- 
ter he was at liberty to continue 

refusal to give her in marriage, or he 
could t her to marry. chever 
he did, it would be no sin. However, 
under almost all circumstances it 
would be much better for the father, 
for his daughter, for her suitor if he 
would permit them to marry. To prove 
that this is the meaning here notice 
the possessive pronoun in “his virgin.” 


The 1 in question belonged to the 
man uestion. That it was not her 
. husband is proved by the last words of 


the verse, “let them marry.” If the 
girl is an unmarried virgin she does 
not belong to a husband, but to a fa- 
ther. She would not belong to the hus- 
band until after they married, and 
after that she would not be a virgin 
or unmarried girl. The only consistent 
explanation is that which is given 
here and is borne out by the Williams 
and Weymouth translations. 


Question: Did Matthew actually 
quote Jeremiah when he said in chap- 
ter 27:9, “Then was illed that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him 
that was valued, whom they of the 
children of Israel did value.” Even 
though Matthew says he is quoting 
from Jeremiah, it seems that he is 
quoting instead from Zechariah 11:12. 
Please explain—J. T., Kansas City, 
Kans. 


You should also read 
Matthew 27:10, which says, “And gave 
them for the potter’s field, as the Lord 
appointed me.” This quotation was ac- 
credited by Matthew to Jeremiah be- 
cause of Jeremiah’s allusions to pot- 
ters in Jeremiah 18:1-4 and 19:1-3. 
Matthew’s words are also a distinct 
reference to Zechariah 11:12, 13. Even 
though Zechariah’s name was not 
mentioned by Matthew, we do know 
that Matthew was quoting Zechariah 
just as much as he was quoting Jere- 
miah. Both of these prophets has had 
something to say concerning this, but 
only the name of Jeremiah is men- 
tioned here. When the New Testament 
writers quoted the Old Testament 
writers, they did not always identify 
the one whom they quoted. Here Mat- 
thew quotes from Jeremiah and Zech- 
ariah, but identifies only Jeremiah.

We suppose it is the 
same in the United States as here, and 
most people could not answer that 
question or tell what it is all about. 
The lack of interest on the part of the 
ordinary man and woman is surely 
indicated by this story from Vancou- 
ver. If General Eisenhower can bring 
this struggle in Korea to an end, he 
will start his presidential career with 
a spectacular achievement that will 
earn the | cue of the whole West- 
ern world. :
